2 None of the cited documents discloses are method of forming a layer on a 
substrate in which an isolating layer is formed having a window and a depression 
m the vicinity of the window, and in which a semiconductor layer is grown by 
selective epitaxy from the window into the depression to completely fill the 
depression (cf. item VIII). This is also not rendered obvious by these documents. 

Thus, the subject-matter of claim 1 is considered to meet the requirements of 
Article 33 PCT. 

3 Claims 2-17 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step.

The subject-matter of claim 1 is ambiguous and therefore not clear (Article 6 PCT) 
with regard to the growth of semiconductor material in the depression. Claim 1 
specifies only that the semiconductor material should extend into the depression 
but does not specify that the depression should be completely filled as apparent 
from the description. 

The respective clarification is also necessary to clearly distinguish the subject- 
matter of claim 1 over the prior art, see e.g. D4, figure 7. 
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
